ROUENT FIELO EVALUATIONS 


The New Britain Garage is a porcelainized steel filling station 
erected by the Gulf 0il Company about 1953. While the Gulf logo has 
been removed, the service and office bays and much of the original 
blue signage and trim are intact. The office is located at the 

left corner of the facade behind large plate-glass windows, two 
service bays are found to the right, and the left elevation has two 
restrooms. 


RCHITEC BUILDER 


HISTORICAL OR ARCH URAL IMPOR NCE 


Faced with the need to erect large numbers of inexvensive, functional 
and widely-scattered buildings, that would be instantly recognizable to 
travelers, oil companies were among the first to embrace the clean 
lines and smooth surfaces of the International Style. A common sight 
only 15 years ago, these stations of the 1930s, 40s and 50s have 
become increasingly rare. Many have been torn down or remodelled for 
other uses and following the energy crises of the 1970s, oil com- 
panies seem to be placing little emphasis on developing charac- 
teristic company architecture. Similar to the more rectilinear 1937 
Walter Teague design for Texaco, this Gulf design is distinguished 

by its rounded "streamlined" corners, a reference to the Art Moderne 
style of the 1930s. 
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
